A Northampton-owned 
racehorse which regularly 
featured at Cheltenham has 
been retired.

‘Proud’ to serve her community 


Lawrence John speaks to Cllr 
Cedwien Brown about her 
dedication to local politics j 



Many of us don’t volunteer 
as it means we would have 
to give up our own free 
time.

which means you say no. 

One dedicated woman 
from Northamptonshire has 
said yes and has been 
serving her community as a 
town and borough council¬ 
lor since 2003. 

This woman is Cedwien 
Brown from Rothwell who 
was recently re-elected back 
onto Kettering Borough 
Council after a by-election 
last month. 

Cllr Brown has dedicated 
herself to Rothwell since 
2003 when she was elected 
to the town council. It was a 
small step but in 2015-16 she 
was nominated by her fellow 
town councillors as the first 
ever female Mayor of 
Rothwell. 

In the same year as being 
elected to the town council 
she was elected to Kettering 
Borough Council and 


although she had to step 
down due to family commit¬ 
ments, once they were dealt 
with, she stepped back up to 
the plate. 

Explaining why she wants 
to be involved in local 
politics, Cllr Brown said: “I 
want to put something back 
into the community. My 
grandfather was a county 
councillor so I think I 
inherited this civic duty 
from him. What is good 
about being a councillor is 
helping people, being able to 
do something which makes 
a difference. 

“You cannot do everything 
but you can do something 
and when you do this it gives 
you a good feeling. 

“It can be a battle to get 
things done but you have to 
realise what is possible 
within budgets and to work 
with officers to insure things 
can get done. You have to 
have a happy medium. 

“I feel I have always done 
my best for the community 
and for the most part it has 
been a hugely satisfying 


experience.” Cllr Brown 
explained when she was first 
elected it was a steep learn¬ 
ing curve and challenge but 
she likes to learn new skills 
and new things. And being 
on various committees and 


both councils means she 
covers a lot of different 
issues. 

She added: “I am hugely 
proud to have been elected 
to represent Rothwell. 

“I keep doing this job as I 


enjoy it and I think people 
believe in what I am doing 
for the community. It is 
hugely important to have a 
passion for your work which 
means I have gained a great 
deal of local knowledge.”

Council said: “The majority 
of motorists park correctly. 


“Parking needs to be 
managed to make sure 
Northamptonshire keeps 
on the move. Rules regard¬ 
ing parking restrictions 
and enforcement are tight¬ 
ly governed by the 
Department for Transport 
and any surplus money 
from the operation can only 
be spent in certain ways. 

“There is an appeals 
process to follow if anyone 
disputes a decision on the 
issuing of a penalty charge 
notice. Ultimately this can 
be taken to a traffic penalty 
tribunal, which is based in 
Cheshire. Here independent 
adjudicators oversee appeals 
from across England and 
Wales. 

“The areas in question are 
the most ticketed streets in 
Northampton and the wider 
county because these are 
busy town centre locations. 

“Tickets, or penalty charge 
notices, are only issued if a 
vehicle is parked incorrectly. 

“Parking services ran at a 
loss in Northamptonshire for 
several years until the past 
two financial years, when a 
surplus was made. 

“This can be largely attrib¬ 
uted to a re-design of the 
service, including renegotiat¬ 
ing a contract with service 
provider NSL in 2012 as well 
as the closure of the ‘parking 
shop’ in the same year. 

“Any surplus can be used to 
pay for deficits in the service 
over the previous four years 
or highways projects related 
to parking services, such as 
new signage and line mark¬ 
ings.”

In prison for 
child cruelty

A woman has been jailed for 
more than 11 years for stabbing a 
child. 

Manna Begum, 25, of 
Monmouth Road, Spencer, 

Northampton, was arrested, 
charged and remanded into 
custody in April. 

During the Northamptonshire 
Police investigation that 
followed, it emerged Begum had 
subjected both the 12-year-old 
and their seven-year-old sibling 
to four years of physical punish¬ 
ments. 

Charges relating to child cruelty 
and neglect were subsequently 
added to the indictment. 

Begum initially denied the 
charges, however shortly before 
her trial in September she plead¬ 
ed guilty to one count of wound¬ 
ing with intent and two counts of 
child cruelty and neglect. 

Sentencing her to 11 years and

two months imprisonment, Judge 
Timothy Smith said the victim’s 
injury could have been far worse 
and condemned Begum’s callous 
behaviour. 

DC Irene Clifton, who led the 
inquiry, said: “This was a very 
difficult investigation and the 
children involved showed 
immense bravery and courage to 
speak out. 

“I hope that, now justice has 
been done, they can rebuild their 
lives and look forward to a happy 
future.”

Bigger Heathrow 
will help county

The business network for 
Northamptonshire has 
thrown its support behind 
the decision to approve a new 
runway at Heathrow Airport. 

Last month the 
Conservative-led govern¬ 
ment voted to given the green 
light to an expansion at the 
airport, sparking a wave of 
criticism from campaigners. 

But the Northamptonshire 
Chamber of Commerce has 
said it is ‘extremely happy’ 
with the decision. 

We have broken down 
comments from its chief 
executive, Paul Griffiths, 
explaining why: 

■A new gateway: 

“. . .expansion of Heathrow, 
a little over an hour away will 
provide the gateway for firms 


to meet with both existing 
and new customers. During 
2014/15 the value of goods 
and services sent to destina¬ 
tions worldwide nearly 
doubled to around £300m 
across the county clearly 
showing a growing appetite 
for business to trade interna¬ 
tionally.” 

■Boost exports: 

“Northamptonshire Cham¬ 
ber has already hosted a 
seminar on exporting to 
China and will later this year 
be running a seminar on 
exporting to the USA. 
Businesses clearly have desire 
to expand and Heathrow can 
help provide the mechanism 
for this. 

“With Heathrow handling 
up to 150 times more freight 
versus Gatwick, Heathrow’s 
expansion will provide the 
additional capacity needed.” 

■Expansion: 


“Businesses recently 
surveyed by the Chamber 
have highlighted expansion 
into new overseas markets as 
important to them. 

“Expansion of Heathrow 
will help provide them with 
some of the necessary infra¬ 
structure needed for busi¬ 
nesses to grow and develop.” 

■Alleviates uncertainty 
sparked by Brexit vote: 

“With uncertainty impact¬ 
ing local businesses as a 
result of the UK’s decision to 
leave the EU, big announce¬ 
ments such as this will go 
some way in alleviating this 
uncertainty.” 

■Shows Britain is open for 
business: 

“The decision to expand 
Heathrow shows that Britain 
is truly open for business, 
thus helping local firms as 
they seek customers from 
overseas.”

It's hardly a bleak house 



STEVEN Spielberg was recently 
described as a modern-day 
Charles Dickens for his ability to 
tell a brilliant story. 

But while Spielberg’s work 
continues including recent 
filming in Birmingham for his 
latest movie Ready Player One, 
Dickens is of course long gone 
leaving behind his dozen or 
more novels including most 
famously, Bleak House. 

Published in 1853 it satirises 
the then inefficient English legal 
system and particularly the 
anguish caused by poorly-made 
wills. 

The book is set in and around 
a property called Bleak House 
and although it’s a fictional 
location, a real Bleak House 
survives today. It’s where 
Dickens and his family 
holidayed regularly between 1837 
and 1859 and where he wrote 
much of his 1849 novel David 
Copperfield. 

Dickens loved the property 
and wrote in one of its upper 
rooms overlooking Viking Bay 
and Broadstairs harbour in 
Kent. 

Today it is a five-star guest full 
of Dickens memorabilia 
including his writing desk, as 


well as being run as a wedding 
venue. It also includes a museum 
dedicated to the area’s 
smuggling history and folklore. 

The current owners 
refurbished the Grade II listed 
property in 2012 and it has seven 
bedrooms, five bathrooms and 
many of its original features 
including ornate coved ceilings, 
picture rails, superb fireplaces, 


decorative archways and an awe 
inspiring mahogany staircase. 

But the property’s connections 
to Dickens are not its only 
literary ones. Children’s author 
Hans Christian Andersen also 
holidayed at the property.

Where Sting was stung by love 


MOST people in relationships 
can recollect where they first 
met their partner and for Sting 
and his wife Trudie Styler, it was 
a stucco-fronted square in 
central London. 

The pair lived there during the 
late 1970s in separate apartments 
on Leinster Square and it wasn’t 
until a hot summer’s day in 1977 
that Trudi spotted him walking 
down the street. 

Sting was then already 
married with a small boy, had 
green hair and The Police had 
only just formed. 

But four years later Sting and 
Trudie began an affair and in 
1983 she fell pregnant while on 
the road as The Police toured 
that year’s hit album, 
Synchronicity. The couple went 
on to marry in 1992 and have 
four children. 


Leinster Square is a shadow of 
its former self. Once a place 
where struggling musicians and 
actors could afford to live it is 
now only for London’s very 
wealthy. 

A few doors down from Sting’s 
old basement flat developer 
Alchemi Group has restored five 
properties at 13-19 Leinster 
Square, which is in Notting Hill. 

It will contain 15 homes 
including lateral and triplex 
apartments with either three or 
four bedrooms, which are are 
now available to buy off-plan. 
Prices start at £5.995m within 
the development, which is called 
The Hudson Collection. 

Leinster Square, like many 
private squares of its kind in the 
capital, also has a private garden 
at its centre that only residents 
can use. This is currently also 



being renovated by Alchemi 
Group.

US mansion that 
packs a punch 



ans of the Rocky 
movies starring 
Sylvester Stallone got 
a treat last year when 
the sixth film in the 
series, Creed, was released. 

It was the first not to be 
written and directed by 
Stallone but still features his 
main character, Rocky Balboa.

Philadelphia and in the film 
several scenes are shot outside 


its opulent entrance gate, living 
room and vertiginous double 
staircase. 

The house has six bedrooms, 
eleven bathrooms, a guest suite, 
huge fireplaces, chandeliers 
and a grand foyer plus a games 
room with arcades, an indoor 
putting green and home 
theatre. Outside there’s a pool 
overlooking the property’s five 
acres of gardens, lawn and 
forest. 

It was built by a man who 
Rocky Balboa would identify 


with. He was a ‘rags to riches’ 
auto-parts millionaire called 
Michael Cardone who was a 
coal miner’s son who 
established one of 
Philadelphia’s largest auto 
parts companies from scratch. 

The property is expected to 
sell for auction this month for 
approximately $1.8 million.

THE Knights Templar were until 
recently a largely forgotten 
medieval religious and military 
order. But that all changed in 
2003 when author Dan Brown’s 
thriller The Da Vinci Code was 
published. 

The book went on to sell over 
80 million copies around the 
world and in 2006 was made into 
a film starring Tom Hanks. 

The book creates a fictitious 
but central role for the order as 
guardians of a terrible secret; 
that Christ’s disciple Mary 
Magdalene bore him a daughter 
called Sarah who was then 
brought up in what is now 
modern-day France. 

But in the UK the Knights 
Templar’s history and influence 
are all too real. 

During the 12th and 13th 
century, although initially set up 
to ‘liberate’ the Holy Land, they 
went on to be financiers and 
military adventurists for several 
kings before the organisation fell 
from grace. 

But despite persecution, until 



the 14th century they had a 
London headquarters on what is 
now The Strand. 

It later became Essex House, 
which was built on the site in 
1590 for the then Earl of Essex. 

His home was later 
demolished, its replacement then 
bombed during WWII and after a 
short stint as a car park the site 
had offices built on it. 


These are now being converted 
into flats by developer RER. The 
first ones are available and when 
completed Aldwych Chambers 
will contain 20 high-spec luxury 
homes.

Former boozer's Quadrophenia role 



AS LOCATIONS go this former 
pub has proved unusually 
popular with movie and TV 
drama producers. 

It was converted into flats and 
offices during the late 1980s but 
during it’s beer serving days the 
pub featured in 1951 film The 
Lavender Mob starring Alec 
Guiness, 1970s TV series The 
Sweeney, the 1977 film The 
Squeeze starring Stacy Keach 
and the 1986 Sex Pistols movie 
Sid and Nancy. 

But the pub is best known for 
its appearance in the defining 
popular movie of the 1970s, 
Quadrophenia starring Leslie

Volkswagen ends WRC reign

VOLKSWAGEN has announced it 
is pulling out of the World Rally 
Championship only days after it 
claimed victory in the Rally Great 
Britain in Wales and secured its fourth 
consecutive WRC manufacturers’ title. 
The announcement comes less than 
a week after Audi revealed it was to 
curtail its motorsport activities and 
is quitting the Le Mans endurance 
series to concentrate on developing 
electric racing cars. 

VW says it will be switching its 
attention to customer sport and will 


be developing a series of new models 
for privateers and individual teams. 
“The Volkswagen brand is facing 
enormous challenges,” said Frank 
Welsch, member of the VW board 
of management responsible for 
technical development. 

He told the company’s 200 motorsport 
employees in Hanover: “With the 
upcoming expansion in electrification 
of our vehicle range we must focus 
all our efforts on important future 
technologies. We far exceeded our 
sporting goals in the WRC, now we 


are realigning Volkswagen Motorsport 
and moving the vehicle technology of 
the future more starkly into focus.” 

He said that for 2017 onwards the 
company would focus on customer 
racing with the Golf GTITCR in touring 
car series racing and the Beetle GRC 
in rallycross. 

Volkswagen will also begin 
development of a new rally vehicle 
in the R5-category based on the next 
generation Polo and will offer the 
car to customers to buy from 2018 
onwards. 


The company, hit by the ‘dieselgate’ 
emissions cheating scandal last year, 
said no jobs would be affected as a 
result of the decision. 

Since 2013 Volkswagen has 
dominated the world rally scene with 
the Polo R WRC where the factory 
teams of Sebastien Ogier/Julien 
Ingrassia, Jari-Matti Latvala/Miikka 
Anttila and Andreas Mikkelsen/ 
Anders Jaeger competed in 51 rallies 
with 42 wins and 621 best special 
stage times. 

No other car in the history of the 
World Rally Championship has had 
a better success rate culminating in 
last weekend’s victory for Ogier and 
Ingrassia in the Rally Great Britain. 
VW is now ranked fourth in the overall 
list of WRC manufacturer champions 
behind Lancia which has secured 10 
titles, Citroen with eight and Peugeot 
with five. 

Sven Smeets, director of Volkswagen 
Motorsport said: “Of course, we 
regret the departure from the WRC 
very much - as this was the most 
successful chapter in the Volkswagen 
brand’s motorsport history. 

“The team has done great things. At 
the same time, our vision is firmly 
ahead, because we are aware of the 
great challenges facing the entire 
company. We want our realignment 
to contribute to the success of the 
Volkswagen brand. From now on, the 
focus is on upcoming technologies 
in motorsport and on our customer 
sports range, where we will position 
ourselves more broadly and 
attractively.”

Touran SE 1.2 TSI

FOR A busy family on the move a midi-MPV 
is still one of the most viable propositions. 
And if you like your family motoring laced 
with more than a dash of quality, then the 
latest Volkswagen Touran delivers in no 
uncertain terms. 

In fact, it is the overall build quality of this 
vehicle that impresses as soon as you clap 
eyes on it. 

These days there is no such thing as a 
really bad car and most are constructed 
to an acceptable standard. But in terms 
of fine panel joins and quality of materials 
Volkswagen take it to the max with 
this vehicle. 

It provides all the old VW features and a lot 
of news ones too, all brought together on 
a new platform based on the company’s 
MQB design, making the Touran larger 
than the model it replaced, offering more 
interior space. 

What it also does is offer excellent luggage 
space even though it comes as standard 
with seven seats. 

It gives 917 litres of luggage room loaded 
to the roof with the rearmost seats in 
place, rising to 1,857 litres with the middle 
three seats folded. And there are up to 47 
storage compartments. 

VW claims that it is the most family friendly 
vehicle around and I believe it. 

For instance, all who have had children 
know the feeling of frustration when World 
War Three is raging in the back and you 
have to keep you mind on the road and pull 
over when safe to sort it all out. 
Volkswagen’s answer is something called 
Cam Connect, available in the Touran range, 
which utilises a Go Pro camera to display 


images on the touchscreen so you can 
referee without turning round. 

And it is possible to lay the law down by using 
the in-car phone mics and sound system so 
the youngsters cannot claim they did not hear 
you because of traffic or radio noise. 

There are a variety of petrol and diesel 
powered options, my test vehicle featuring a 
1.2-litre TSI petrol unit linked to a six-speed 
manual gearbox. 

You might think that a 1.2 in a seven seater 
may prove to be a gutless and boring choice, 
but this is not the case as direct injection 
and turbocharging give this unit the 1 lOps 
punch you would normally associate with a 
larger engine. 

Top speed is 117mph and 0-62mph comes 
up in 11.3 seconds but it is this car’s 
smoothness in all conditions that impressed 
me and certainly made the point that 
lower capacity petrol power is back with 
a vengeance. 

AS with most VWs, the Touran SE 1.2 is not 
exactly cheap weighing in at £23,630, but it 
offers a lot for the money. 

An extra option on the model I drove which I 
would recommend is the Discover Navigation 
touch-screen navigation/radio system with 
Car-Net guide and Inform. This offers access 
to a mass of information for an outlay of £810.

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NEW FORD TECHNOLOGY FOR SAFER DRIVING

FORD has always been at the cutting edge when it conies to the latest innovations in driver aids and safety equipment and has developed several new 
systems which will appear in its future products. 

Nerve-wracking, potentially hazardous and a significant contributor to repair bills for low-speed bumps and scrapes - parking is a pet-hate for drivers 
everywhere. 

Ford claims that in the UK a quarter of accidents occur in car parks. Almost half of drivers say they would rather travel further from their destination 
than attempt to parallel park. 

The company has also developed cross-traffic alert with braking technology designed to help reduce parking stress by detecting people and objects 
about to pass behind the vehicle, providing a warning to the driver and then automatically braking if the driver does not respond. 

Rear wide-view camera, on the in-car display, will offer an alternative wide-angle view of the rear of the vehicle. Enhanced active park assist will 
parallel or perpendicular park at the push of a button. 

Other technologies also developed at the Ford European Research and Innovation Centre in Aachen, Germany, include systems designed to help 
drivers steer around other vehicles to help avoid high speed collisions, and to warn drivers from travelling the wrong way down motorways. 

Ford calls it an evasive steering assistant. 

These new technologies - expected to be first made available on Ford vehicles in the next two years, are part of the company’s commitment to triple its 
investment in developing driver assist features, to evolve them further and to expand their capabilities, speeding the roll-out of systems that make it 
easier to park and drive in heavy traffic, and help drivers avoid collisions.

INFINITI Q60 FOR 2017 DEBUT

INFINITES premium sports coupe, the new Q60, has just gone 
on sale and first deliveries of the sleek-looking newcomer will 
be made in the UK early next year. 

The all-new Q60 comes with the choice of two powertrains - a 
2.0-litre petrol engine turbocharged to produce 208bhp and a 
3.0 litre V6 twin-turbo boosted to a whopping 400bhp. 

The new Infiniti will be up against the likes of the latest Mercedes 
C-Class Coupe, the upcoming Audi A5 and the Lexus RC. 

Prices start at £33,990 for the entry level Premium specification 
and the Q60 comes with state-of-the-art features such as 
Infiniti’s second-generation direct adaptive steering and a new 
dynamic digital suspension with drive mode selector. 

Four specifications are on offer with Premium Tech, Sport and 
Sport Tech trims priced from £37,690 to £38,690. 

High tech equipment includes intelligent cruise control with 
distance control assist enabling the drive to set a desired speed 
and the car will automatically and smoothly decelerate in 
slowing traffic. 

When the ICC system traffics pace resumes will bring the Q60 
back up to the pre-set speed and safety distance. 

Another feature is active lane control which works with the 
adaptive steering to evaluate the road ahead, automatically making 
small steering angle corrections if the car experiences min or 
direction changes due to uneven road surfaces or crosswinds. 

An adaptive front lighting system improves visibility around curves 
by sensing the steering and turning the headlights. Together with LED 
auto-levelling lamps it increases the overall field of vision at night.

The Q60 drive mode selector gives drivers the option of 
altering steering response and feel. At the touch of a button 
there are six choices: Standard, Snow, Eco, Customise, Sport 
and Sport+, depending on the specification. 

Under the bonnet, the all-new 3.0-litre V6 twin-turbo engine 
has water-cooled air charging, a turbo speed sensor and 
advanced turbine blades designed for quicker response and 
higher peak torque. 

Certain systems can also be accessed remotely through an 
Infiniti InTouch Services App which interacts directly with the 
car from a smartphone or personal computer. 

Infiniti says that the new Q60 should be one of the quietest cars 
around for driver and passengers while on the entertainment 
front it comes with a 13-speaker Bose stereo which features 
active noise cancellation - a system that emits certain 
frequencies through the speakers to cancel out any exterior 
noise, especially from the engine.

Other notable vehicles which went under the 
hammer at the sale included an original right hand 
drive 1974 Ferrari Dino 246 GT E Series, with 
coachwork by Scaglietti and design by Pininfarina, 
which went for £374,000 and a 1977 Ferrari 512 
BB that featured at the 1977 London Motor Show, 
which sold for £225,000. g

THE latest version of Mitsubishi’s ASX crossover is now 
on sale in the UK with updated styling inside and out. 

The new ASX gets a sleek new look courtesy of what 
Mitsubishi Motors Corporation calls its “Dynamic Shield” 
design bringing it in line with other models in the range 
such as the new Outlander and Outlander PHEV. 

The front end now appears with bold chromed streaks 
sitting either side of the grille, shielding the three diamond 
Mitsubishi mark. 

It also comes with a new shark fin antenna, revised seat 
cushions, new seat upholstery across the range and a 
new “Lightning Blue” colour option. 

Versions of the new ASX range have also been changed, 
returning to the straightforward ASX 2, ASX 3, ASX 4 and 
ASX 5 designation with changes to trim levels. 

The engine range is carried over from the outgoing ASX, 
with a 117bhp 1.6-litre MIVEC petrol engine driving the

instrument display, electric windows front and rear. 

Priced at £15,999 for the 1.6 petrol 117bhp, safety gear 
includes Mitsubishi active stability and traction control, hill 
start assist and seven airbags as standard. 

Move up to the ASX 3 and price for the 1.6 petrol is from 
£18,349 with the 1.6 turbo diesel from £20,349. 

It comes with 18-inch alloys, automatic climate control, 
keyless entry, cruise control, automatic light and rain 
sensors, xenon headlamps with washers, DAB radio and 
Bluetooth music streaming, heated front seats, electric¬ 
folding door mirrors and, new for 2017, a reversing 
camera. 

The ASX 4, which is priced from £24,249 for the 4WD, 
also offers a panoramic glass roof and Mitsubishi’s Multi 
Communication System, which includes a seven-inch 
HD touch-screen display, satellite navigation, DAB, CD 
player, SD card compatibility and reversing camera.

Lewis Ludlam has had to suffer rejection 
during his development as a rugby player, 
but the teenager is determined to make his 
mark at Northampton Saints, after being 
given a second chance.

Northampton Saints will be stick¬ 
ing with the players who defeated 
Newcastle last week for their sec¬ 
ond Anglo-Welsh Cup game of the 
season against Gloucester this 
weekend, according to assistant 
coach Alan Dickens.

Dickens said: “We’re pretty 
happy with the squad that we’ve 
got - there may be one or two, 
maybe three, coming into that so 
it will be much of the same. 

“It’s an opportunity for our 
younger players to show us what 
they’ve learned over the last two 
or three years. 

“It’s a valuable experience play¬ 
ing in the ‘A’ League, but here at 
the Gardens on Saturday there will 
be 13 or 14,000 people watching 
and hopefully it’s what gets them 
going.” 

Northampton defeated 

Gloucester 23-20 at home in the 
Premiership just two weeks ago, 
but the cast list is likely to be very 
different on this occasion, with 
international players absent and 
other key names rested. 

The Cherry and Whites played an 


experimental line-up in their 
opening tie against Saracens last 
Saturday, but it was still good 
enough to pick up a 36-32 victory 
thanks to a late try from David 
Halaifonua. 

Dickens admits Saints can’t pre¬ 
dict who they’ll be lining up 
against this time, saying: “We 
don’t really know what they’ll do 
- there’s always a little bit in the 
Anglo-Welsh weeks where you’re 
not quite sure what the opposition 
will be. 

“If it’s the team that performed 
last week they’ll be coming here 
full of confidence, having snatched 
the win right at the death against 
Saracens. Equally if it’s some of 


the boys that faced us here in the 
Premiership, they’ll be coming 
here probably wanting to prove a 
point.” 

Proving a point is something 
quite a few of the Northampton 
players on show this weekend will 
be aiming to do, as the match is a 
chance for them to put their hand 
up ahead of the return to league 
action. 

The possibility of going into their 
next Premiership fixture off the 
back of three straight wins in all 
competitions is also an incentive 
in what has been a stuttering cam¬ 
paign so far.

“Also, I think it’s important that 
those squad players, those 
Academy players that we’ve seen 
get their chance last week that 
they’re under the guidance of the 
first team coaches. 

“We’re inputting into their devel¬ 
opment, helping them along and 
they’re experiencing a first team 
atmosphere through the week, 
during the weekend and then in 
the debriefs off the back of a game. 

“We see it as a real valuable tool

The gaffer 

Rob Page made nine changes 
from Saturday’s FA Cup tie 
against Harrow, with only David 
Buchanan and Zander Diamond 
surviving, although both only 
played for 45 minutes before 
being brought off.

Of the fringe players brought 
in, Sonupe grew after a tentative 
start, while it was good to see 
Raheem Hanley get a run-out 
after his struggles with his 
hamstrings.

The best entertainment was to 
be had in the miniscule crowd 
inside Sixfields, with West Ham’s 
189-strong travelling band 
singing ‘your ground’s too big for 
you’ during the first half.

Northampton Town will be facing 
non-league opposition again in the FA 
Cup after they were drawn away to 
either Whitehawk or Stourbridge in 
the second round of the competition 
on Monday. 

The Cobblers had no trouble in see¬ 
ing off Harrow Borough in round one 
at the weekend, as they hammered 
the Ryman Premier League side, 6-0 
at Sixfields. 

TheyTl find out where they will be 
travelling when Stourbridge welcome 
Whitehawk on Monday after the 
initial tie between the two sides was 
drawn 1-1 on Saturday. 

Like Harrow before them, 
Stourbridge play their football in the 
seventh tier and are currently 12th in 
the Northern Premier League, while 
Whitehawk, from the suburbs of 
Brighton are in the level above, lying 
11th in National League South. 

While Northampton will be wary of 
not taking such lowly opposition 
lightly, they’ll know whoever they’ll 
face represents a fantastic chance to 
reach the third round, which brings 
about the entry of the Premier League 
teams. 

Brackley, the other Northampton¬ 
shire side left in the competition, will 
earn a trip to 1953 winners Blackpool, 
of League Two, if they defeat League 
One side Gillingham in their replay at 
St James Park on Wednesday. 

The Saints had mixed feelings last 
Saturday, after drawing 2-2 at the 
Priestfield Stadium having gone 2-0 
up thanks to goals by Alex Gudger and 
Jimmy Armson. Kevin Wilkin’s team 
still have a second chance of ensuring 
lightning strikes twice against the 
Gills, who became their first-ever 
League scalp in the FA Cup in 2013. 

The second round ties will be taking 
place between December 2-5.

Despite it being of little conse¬ 
quence, manager Rob Page 
insisted Northampton Town’s 
match against West Ham U21s in 
the Checkatrade Trophy on 
Tuesday night was a worthwhile 
exercise. 

Due to the ludicrous rules of the 
competition, the match was 
settled by a penalty shoot-out 
despite both teams already being 
eliminated at the group stage - 
the Hammers edging it 3-2 after a 
1-1 draw in the 90 minutes. 

The fact that a lowest-ever 
Northampton home crowd of 762 
rattled around inside Sixfields 
shows the lack of regard the 
majority of their supporters held 


this game in - the Trophy was 
already unpopular enough as it is. 

But it did allow Page to take a 
look at some of his fringe players, 
with the likes of Aaron Phillips, 
Joel Byrom, Rod McDonald, 
Emmanuel Sonupe and Raheem 
Hanley making rare appearances. 

Page said: “It was an opportuni¬ 
ty for me to give lads minutes on 
the pitch - that served a purpose, 
we got through 90 minutes with 
no injuries and it gives us an 
opportunity to look at the squad 
as a whole. 

“It’s alright them talking to me 
through the week, saying they 
should be in the team or [asking] 
when are they going to get their 
chance. Well, go and show me out 
there, there’s your opportunity. 

“I though Alfie [Potter] was the 
bright spark tonight - he showed 
willing, he wanted to get on the 
ball and I thought he had a good 


night.” As well as rotating his 
squad ahead of some key league 
games coming up, Page gave a 
senior debut to teenage striker Joe 
Iaciofano, who replaced top scorer 
Alex Revell after 73 minutes. 

He didn’t have too much to work 
off, with West Ham finishing a 
low-key encounter strongly and 
Page was left wishing he could 
have blooded more products of 
Northampton’s academy. 

He said: “I would like to have 
done it with a couple more 
because we’ve got a couple of 
crackers coming through in the 
youth team and Joe’s certainly 
one of them. 

“With regards to Joe, he’s been 
excellent in the games, he’s got a 
goal in him and to give him an 
opportunity for 20 minutes to 
come on and have a go against 
West Ham’s Under-21s was benefi¬ 
cial for him.” 


In the long term, it could be 
beneficial for Northampton to be 
out of the Checkatrade Trophy, 
after they finished winless out of 
their three games in Southern 
Group D. 

Not being in it anymore certain¬ 
ly frees up a few midweeks and the 
Cobblers can now start preparing 
for the more important matter of 
Gillingham away and a return to 
league action on Saturday. 

“It’s about now focusing on 
Saturday and a terrific month of 
fixtures coming up,” Page said, 
adding: “The next two games are 
fantastic for us and we want to get 
maximum points. 

“We’re pleased to have this 
competition out of the way, if I’m 
being honest, and what’s impor¬ 
tant is there were no injuries from 
tonight, so that pleases me.”
